A PROTEST—TUB FITZ JOHN PORTER BILL— 
THE SENATE AND HOUSE DIFFERENT—LAND 
GRANT*.

\v A SHI NOTON, Feb. 2tf.—A protest was 
made in the Senate to-day against cutting off 
the reception of petitions relating to Execu¬ 
tive business in open &ession. Mr. Morgnn 
presented a petitiou relating to a treaty, aud 
Mr. Morrill at onco interponeii the objection 
that the petition could not be received, ex¬ 
cept in Executive session. Mr. Morgan said 
be knew of no such rule, and declared that 
it was tbe Constitutional right of citizen* to 
address Congress on any subject in open ses¬ 
sion. Mr. Anthony, who was in the chair, 
said the practice was as stated by the Senator 
for Vermont, and Mr. Morgan had to giv<« 
wav. 

The House Fitz John Porter Bill was re¬ 
ported favorably from the Senate Military 
Committee. Both it and tho Senate measure

During tho morning hour I do obtained 
unanimous consent to intro . joint reso¬ 
lution thanking theBritLhG ^ mint for the 
presentation to the United t tot the Arc¬ 
tic steamer Alert. There* a recognized 
this act of tbe English Go’ mt a* “op- 
poituno and generous,” and one deeply ap¬ 
preciated by Congress and the people. No 
senatorial “tail-twister” objected and the 
resolution was ptis*ed unanimously without 
comment. When the ravature get* into the 
iifuw, it la understood that Messrs. Finorty 
and Richelieu Robinson will move to throw 
the Alert back at tne t>oth of the British* 
Government on the ground that it is an act 
of servility to receive presents of anv kind 
from that quarter. 

When the bill to declare certain lands 
granted railroads and telegraph companies 
subject to taxation came up in the Senate 
calendar to day. Mr. Garland referred to the 
magnitudes of the subject, and suggested 
that it ought not to be considered under the 
tivc-minute rule. 

Mr. Ingalls was of the same opinion. Ho 
said the bill was to compel certain com¬ 
panies iu Kansas nod Nebraska to take out 
patents and pay taxes on tho laud* or else to 
forfeit them, so that tho Mates and Territo¬ 
ries iiitcrosled may have them entered by 
pre-emption or homestead settlors. The 
question was of great nnd vital importance, 
and should receive careful consideration. 
The bid went over. 

A DEFENSELESS NAVY. 

WHAT RO*F. OF THE SENATORS HAD TO SAY 

ABOUT AUKK1CAX WAR81I1P8. 

[Special fa fA* Courier Journal.] 

Washington, Feb. 36.— Senator Hale 
mwdo his speech in support of tbe bill foi the 
construction of additional steel cruisers to¬ 
day. Tbe .Senator referred to the defense¬ 
less condition of our navy as compared with 
the formidable fleets of other nations, and 
criticised the indifference Congress of late 
years ha* displayed on this subject. 
“To-day,” be said, “we do not pos¬ 
sess a single vessel built accord¬ 
ing to the new fashion of naval 
construction. No man can deny that, and 
yet I venture to say that if any trouble 
should come to us with any foreign power, 
the American people would be very loath to 
forgive any Administration or part of an 
Administration, or any public man, who 
had actively contributed to this condition, 
or bad bv his silence allowed this repub¬ 
lic to fall into this defenceless condi¬ 
tion. 1 have ouly oue apology for 
this bill. It does not go far 
enough. I run profoundly impressed 
with this fact, when 1 contemplate things 
that may happen in the near future. Clouds 
ore lowering in the horizon which may not 
be in themselves fraught with danger, but 
certainly should show us that this people 
ought to be no longer left without naval 
power or the raeaus of asserting national 
power,” 

Mr. Hale pointed out further that the pro¬ 
posed vessels were recommended by the 
Naval Advisory Board and the Naval De¬ 
partment, which were simply actuated with 
the purpose of giving our uuvy the best pos¬ 
sible ship* for modern naval warfare. 

In concluding, be said not a single year 
should l;e permuted to past without the con¬ 
struction of 6, 8 or J3 new ships of the most 
approved pattern. This work of construc¬ 
tion should not stop until wo have at lea*l 50 
new, strong and swift steel cruiser*. He 
stated that Congress would uot be called 
upon for more than $3,436,000 for 
the eotap.fftiou of iu« vessels provided 
for by the hill. He referred to tbe 
growing demands of (rude and comtqprce 
• , *** ***** ipUiuate rel!4**o na springing UP be¬ 
tween this country and foreigu nations. 
We could not exjject the bame immunity 
from foreign complication as we have en¬ 
joyed during the past tweuty years. While 
m did noi predict pay immediate difficulty, 
he thougnt it was the first duty of the Amer¬ 
ican Cougress to make fitting preparation, 
so tnat, if any troubles should arise, w*. 
might be in the position to meet war rather 
than invite it. 

Mr. Beck said there was one matter on 
which Senators could agree, that we have a 
dwiudhng navy, and one which might look 
despicable to a third-rate power; but that 
fact, was owing to tne money given to tho 
navy by Congress. Since 1H06, $50,000,- 
UOO more had been nomied to build up our 
navy that wo* given from the foundation of 
the Government up to lSCO. 

Mr. McRberson called attention to the 
fact that at the clo<*e of the war there 
were 600 ve-ibel* ou tho naval register. 
Tbeise vessels had been traded off or broken 
up by favorite contractors. It was easy, 
therefore, to form an approximate idea of 
the cost of our naval cslaoiisbmcnt. 

Mr. B..*ck said he simply wanted to show 
that it was not the want of money that had 
caused the navy to dwindle. A great, deal of 
the disgrace was, perhaps, owing to the way 
in which the money had been applied, being 
used for building navy yard* ralhur than 
sums. 

An amendment presented from t he Naval 
Committee, providing that one of the gun¬ 
boats shall be constructe 1 according to tho 
olnna and under the supervision of Admiral 
Porter, was ugrea-d to. 

Mr. McPherson offered nn amendment re¬ 
ducing the number of proposed v<***ls to 
four, and providing that they shall be built 
under contract with the lowest bidder. He 
express 'll hiuiself opposed to too rapid con¬ 
struction of ttbips, i wo a use of the constantly 
changing improvements in naval archi¬ 
tecture. He thought the desire of the De¬ 
partment was to store as many ship* a* pos¬ 
sible on the stocks, without giving much time 
or thought to their completion. 

Mr. Hole in tho course of tho debate stated 
that it would require $6,553,000 to com¬ 
plete the monitors and the cruisers ordered 
ia*l year. Mr. Butler uefamied the bill fe> a 
stop in the right direction.

THE SWINE INDUSTRY. 

A REPORT WHICH SAYS AMERICAN PORK IS 

clean, healthy and equal to that or 

ANY OTHER NATION. 

Washington, Feb. 26.—Commissioner 
Luring has laid before the President the re¬ 
port of the commission appointed to exam¬ 
ine into the swine industry of the United 
States. It is emphatic in the statement that 
there is no condition surrounding the indus¬ 
try which tends to propagate duease and 
render the pork uuhealihfut. From return* 
from railroad and Iran-murration companies 
slaughter houses, packers and shippers, con¬ 
tinued by those from board* of health,humane 
societies and experts employed by the Com¬ 
mission. it appears that the utmost care is 


observed throughout; that dead hogs are 
never transported, except to offal-rondering 
establishment*; that diseased hogs are re¬ 
fused transportation; that humane laws and 
sanitary regulations exist in all stock-yards, 
enforced by the local inspectors under pen¬ 
alty of fins*, etc.; that rigid scrutiny is en¬ 
joined at all slaughter-houses; that the 
methods of slaughtering and packing, quali¬ 
ties of material used, inspection, etc., are 
regulated by the rulwt of the Chambers of 
1 ’ommcrce and trade, and that constaut care 
is exercised to see that no unhealthful means 
is employed iu any branch. 

The report states that tbe examination 
proves that our pork is fully equal, perhaps 
superior, to that of France or Germany. 
No general duease exists, and the occasional 
presence of trichina* is comjvaratively unim¬ 
portant. The rejKirt is signed by George B. 
Coring, chairman of the board. E. W. 
Bi sib lord, of Chicago, Prof. Chandler, of 
N-w i ork. Dr. D. E. Salmon, of tbe De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, and A. D. Curtis, 
°* ,, ew York, aud in ooncluaion says: 

“While wo believe no legitimate ground 
exists lor the restrictions imposed in some 
foreign countries on the importation of 
American pork, wo are satisfied that, micro 
scopic inspection of ail pork for export can 
bo secured at the packing-houses, if such in¬ 
spection should bo demanded. ” 

THE WAR ON THE LOTTERIES. 

REPORT* ACCOMPANYING TUB BILL TO PRO¬ 
HIBIT THU MAILING OF PUBLICATIONS CON¬ 
TAINING LOITKRY ADVERTISEMENTS. 

Washington. Fob. 26.—The bill reported 
favorably to tho Beuate to-day to prohibit 
the mailing of newspapers and other publica¬ 
tion* conta ning lottery advertisements is 
accompanied by two report*. The minority 
report is Aigued by Senators Jackson, Maxey 
and Grooms. 

The majority report say*: “The bill i* 
based on tho conceded power of the Gov¬ 
ernment to determine what character of 
matter may be sent through the mails, and 
it* purpose is to protect the general welfare 
and morality of the people against the per¬ 
nicious effects of lotteries. The purpose here 
expressed is one of great public concern, 
and tbe duty underlying it was very forcibly 
expressed iu the opinion uf the Supremo 
Court of tho United States in the case of 
Phalen v». Virginia & Howard. This case 
sustains both the power and duty of tbe 
Government to interfere by such means as 
the bill which the committee herewith re¬ 
ports for the protection of the morals aud 
well-being ol the people. ** 

It say* further: “The policy of the bill 
is in perfect harmony with the action of 
nearly every State in the United States. 
Lotteries have been and are under almost 
universal ban iu the States. Ol the thirty- 
eight State* only three have failed to de¬ 
nounce tbe lotteries and endeavor to protect 
their citizens from their bane-rul effect*. ” 

The minority report, which wa* submitted 
by Senator Jackson. opp.*es the bill on 
constitutional grounds. It argue* that 
the General Government has no 
power to suppress gambling in 
any Stare and coii*equetitly no power to 
prohibit the u*e of Uie tnailH to newspaj^rs 
publi hed in tiie States which coutaiu lotte¬ 
ry advertisements. The report says: “The 
real object aud purpose of the bill is perfectly 
manifest. It i* tho suppression of that «pe- 
ci« of gambling which w earned on thrun^h 
the agency aud instrumentality of lotrenes.” 
It adds: “VVuiie w.» concur wan the ma¬ 
jority of tbe committee in tuo opinion that 
lotteries are u pernicious specie* of gurnbliug, 
exerting an evil nnd deuiorauzing influence 
u;>on Uie p uple, we do noi rivseni to the 
me/uure ofreilress recommended by the pres¬ 
ent hill.” It then states the opinion ot toe 
minority, tiiat "ttie General Govern air at ha* 
no power to suppresMiny kind of gambling in 
tne State* or to prohibit the Stales from le¬ 
galizing or permitting lotteries and lottery 
advertisements, aud that toe adoption of 
*uch a .aw a* that proposed by bbt- bill u ntil t 
establish a dangerous precedent for the inter¬ 
ference of tb« a G’-nerai Guvernmout in the 
affairs of the State*."

Mr. Phelps (New Jersey) will ro]>ort back 
to-morrow*, from the Committee ou Foreigu 
Affairs, the resolution of inquiry of Repre¬ 
sentative Brumtn as to wbother the Minister 
of any foreign power had endeavored to 
nullify the effect of tbe unanimous resolu¬ 
tion of the House by reflections ou the honor 
and integrity of its members. The report 
will state that the cornnmtce could find no 
evidence, and ’nvk to be discharged froiq 
further consideration of tbe sub¬ 
ject. The pi emulation of the re¬ 
port is looked forward to j^with 
Interest, owiug to the probability that the 
occasion may lie u- i o\ ui ..t*r Mr II 
or Mr. Belmont to iramdor lo the floor uf the 
House the personal controversy waged be 
tween them last week in the committee-room. 
Au effort may be made to recommit the 
resolution to the committee, w ith instruc¬ 
tions to make further inquiries. Such a 
motion would be strenuously resisted by tbe 
committee, who think they have done all 
their duty in tho premise*. iu»d in a conten¬ 
tion other thin the gentlemen named 
may be brought into a lively debate. 

At a meeting of tho Committee on Bank¬ 
ing nnd Currency Mr. Buckner moved to 
HuU*titnte his bill providing for the tssuance 
ot tfreasury notes to take tue place of bank 
notes, for all bill* concerning tank circula¬ 
tion, «fcc., that have been considered by the 
committee. The substitute was rejected. 3 
to 9, Messrs. Buckner, Yople and Miller vot 
ing in uie affirmative, aud Mev^rs. Erwiu, 
Trout, Potter, hunt, Candler, Wilkins, 
Dingley, Adams, liouderson *ami Hooper iu 
the negative. Mr. Brumin wus Absent. The 
Committee, by a vote of 8 to 4. authorized 
Mr. Wilkin* to report to the Huns# the Me- 
Pucrsun bill os it parsed the Bennte, Messrs. 
Buckner, Potter, Jliiler aud It spis voung in 
tbe negative. 

Kepre'CMLalive Hewitt has been authorised 
by the Way* and Mean* Committee to report 
a bill to prevent the imi>orintion of adulter¬ 
ated teas. Thf* bill i* leased upon tbe recent 
recommendation of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Ex-Murebal Turner, of Alabama, wa* 
before the House committee investigating 
the expenditure* of the Department of 
Justice t*>-div* ami was cross-examined by 
the committee. He protested agausst cross- 
examination by examiner* of tbe depart¬ 
ment who were present, and said if ho had 
thorn in Alabama ho would have them all in 
the penitentiary. Ho exhibited two affida¬ 
vit* from ftenxm* who denied haring made 
certain affidavits that the examiner* held. 

The sub-coiinuiUeb of the House Commit¬ 
tee on Appropriation* having in charge the 
Post-office bill, completed the work to-day, 
and authorized Secretary Towusnond to re¬ 
port it to the full commute#. ^ 

THE DANVILLE RIOT. 

8EVERAL COLORED MEN RELATE WRA^TBET 
KNOW OF THK AFFAIR. 

Washington, Feb. 26.—Stephen Lang, 
colored, testified before the Danville Com¬ 
mittee that he was in a hardware store the 
day before tbe fight, and saw two write 
uwu loading about 135doublo-bnrrelcd guns. 
He went to another hardware store, and 
there found white ineu loading double-bar¬ 
reled gun*. 

Rufus Hatchett, colored, heard a white 
man say at tbe po^t-office: “The white folk* 
are coin* to rule thi* town if we have to kill 
all the nigger*.” 

John lloidmiess, colored, described the 
riot and the event* which preceded it. He 
was driver for Ba*il Grave’s grucery. Ho 
went to Uie back door of the store in tho 
course of hi* business and found it locked. 
A cleric lot him in. He oskod why the door 
was locked, and the clerk suid hell wns to 
pay, and in a abort time ho would see more 
dt-ud nigger* than he bad ever “seed.” Be¬ 
fore them were 200 loaded pistols lying 
on ^he counter. Just of Ur the tiring eight 
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or ten colored roan rusbod into 
the store. Burcb and aaotber white roan 
came in with empty pistols and exchanged 
them for loaded nn«. Burcb got behind tbo 
colored men and ordered thorn oat. He said 
they ithe nogroesi had raiaod this thing and 
tbcv must not harbor there. 

Warrick Heed, a mulatto, keeps a private 
boardiug bon* in Dan*iUe. Ho tvas asked 
with resect Lo the proceedings of the Demo¬ 
cratic committee of lo or 16 men, which be 
had overheard He asked the committee to 
excuse him from an«weriug. He said ho 
was a resident of Danville and mu*t go back 
there. His bread depended upon bl» natron- 
age in Danviilt, and to testify would be to 
ruk bis living. He represented considerable 
real property and bis interests were consid¬ 
erable. Finally he related what he had 
overheard, it waste the effect that the 
election must be earned by fair means or 
fouJ. Adjourned.

Ail threw bypothese-i 
of ga*. gunpowder mi l dynamite are ad* 
vanced and discussed, dynamite being the 
favorite theory. Col. AUjVnde, w ho critic 
ally examined the ruins, think* the explosiou 
due not to gas, but to some powerful com¬ 
pound. The report is current that a parcel 
was left in the cloak-room, intended for u>.e 
against the House of Parliament to-night 
and that, it exploded accidentally. The 
theory that the exp;udun was t*au»ed 
by dvnamita gain* further confirma¬ 
tion from the fact that the greatest 
demage wan done laterally. Only two 
pentons are injured and thev sligbUv. The 
officials of the railway discredit the idea that 
the explcwluii was the result of private 
malice, a.- the cost of the material would d >- 
trr a discharged servant from tuax retaliat¬ 
ing. It Is generally attributed to the per¬ 
sons who caused the expio>ion in thw ktattoii 
ou the underground railway somv mourns 
ago.

He 
said nl*o that he liad not sold a share of the 
stock, but had paid for it and intended to 
keep it. It is known that Mr. Woerishoffer 
was a borrow er of Iaickaw anna to-day, and 
that much of this stock sold yesterday was 
uot delivered to-day, all of which point* to 
considerable short sales. 

Mr. Gould stated specifically that he had 
not sold a share of bia’Lackawanna, aud did 
not intend to do so at present price*. The 
course u f th© stock to-day wo* downward 
aftor tbs spurt in tho morning, but the dos¬ 
ing was only U below last night. 

Th© strong stock to-day was Pacific Mail, 
which ran up to 51 J*, but that too fell oil. 
The chief declines were Uuiou Facific,

$0 75, but stopped at 80. Ap- 
pearauoos indicate that this has been 
the low day for the week, and that 
.tho rally that began at about noon is likelv 
to result iu a considerable advance all 
around. 

Word came from 8t.- Louis that 200,000 
bu*bels of winter v> beat had been posted 
th*r©, and some significance was nt first 
given the new* upon the theory that a de¬ 
crease of ibis much in the contract winter 
w beat in a market where the demand was 
already good, would stiffen prices. What¬ 
ever significance there might huve 
been in it was lost, .however, when it 
became knoivn that tho grain which 
was frosted was doctorad wneat, nuJ not for 
a long while reckoned by anybody a* con¬ 
tract wheat. Word came from New York, 
too, that a syndicate had been formed there 
to buy tbo winter wheat stock with bull 
price*. Whether tho story wa* found after¬ 
ward to be untrue, or was lust sight of alto¬ 
gether in the crowd of other rumors which 
filled the air all day, is not known. At all 
evonts, the story was forgotten, aud cut a 
very little figure in the advance which 
finally took plane in prices.

Report* of tho weather. aud ice flews en¬ 
countered bv ineorniug European steamers 
<hL* week indicate that there ha* i»edn a par¬ 
tial break up of winter in tho sub-Arctic 
sea*. Until the iHth only Ice fields or small 
icebergs had been reported in tho Atlantic, 
but the log of the Ktcauier Switzerland, which 
reached this part ou Monday, mentions 
nn iceberg 500 feet iong and 10O 
feet high, having been p txsed on tho 
loth Inst., in latitude 4.5 deg. 43min. north, 
longitude 45 deg. 29 min. tvret. The .Wis¬ 
consin passed a large iceberg on the 17th 
inst. t in latitude 40 dog. 47 min., longitude 
4H deg. 43 min. 

The Britannia on January 31 pared 
through several patches of heavy field ice, 
compelling the stoppage of thu ship at 
nnd obliging h r to haul to tbs south¬ 
ward to clear it. This large field was 
righted m lougitudo 46 dag. 46 min., but lb© 
next day the Holland, tn loiigitudd 38* 30', 
passed au lee field fifiv mil©* Tong, witu »©v- 
•jral small icebergs. Tho Holland's longitude 
given is probably a mi-print for 48* 3< Y, as

Fill New Orleans With Unprecedented 
Brilliancy.

New ORUBA58, Fob. 8 (L—Tbn closing 
scones of the carnival arc being witaened 
to night. It has been unusually brilliant, 
and bos attracted an unusually large number 
of visitors to the city. Commencing on 
Thursday night with tho mask of Moinus, 
followed on Friday by the ceremonies at¬ 
tendant upon the unrailing of the Leo mow- 
mnent, and yuoterday by the arrival of 
Rex and tho pageant and ball of Proteus. 

A fitting close to a saries of brilliant specta¬ 
cles was given to-day and to-night by the 
parade of Rex iu the nftcrnoou and the 
pageant of the most popular of our Mnrdi 
Gras societies, the mother in fact of New 
Orleans' mystics, “The Merry Krewe of 
Roams." With the exception of the sudden 
storm of Friday, which interfered with the 
unrolling of the Lee monument, tho weather 
h is been superb, haring been bright, clear, 
warm and spring-like throughout. There 
was scarcely a cloud to be seen to-day, anti 
finer weather for th«» purpose* of the mystic 
societies and full enjoyment of Mardi 
could not hare liemi 'lesired. 

It was announced that tho Rex pageant 
would appear at 10:110 o'clock, and at an 
early hour the streets began to fill with peo¬ 
ple/ Fortunately the route of procession 
was rery long—about soreu miles—and all 
had an opportunity to view the brilliant 
spectacle. This year Hex personated “King 
Solomon,” and the subjects chosen for rep¬ 
resentation were drawn from sacred and 
Eastern history. The cars aud their trap¬ 
pings were exceedingly rich, and the cos¬ 
tumes were in thorough keeping with the 
surrounding** and with th* history and tra¬ 
dition. Anything like a detailed description 
of the various tableaux in out of the ques¬ 
tion. Tho readers of the Cochieu-Jocrnal, 
however, can form an hlca of its beauty 
when I add tbi*t it was a f aithful portrayal 
of the subjects onuuioratcd below, the mug- 
uiiicenco of the Orientals being carefully 
patterned by Rex and his followers: 

First came the “Buutf Gras," a splendid ox 
fattened for the occasion and gay ly decora tod 
witu ribbons, and then Hex himself as “King 
Solomon." in a car fairly ablaxe with hand¬ 
some decorations. 

In their order followed “Nimrod” bunting 
the wild boar. 

Second, tho gorgeous “Toiuplo of Acshur," 
founder of the Assyrian empire. 

Third, “Semlranus” giving battle to tho 
King of Judea. 

Fourth, “Myias,” King of Assyria, at re¬ 
freshment. 

Fifth, “Bardanapalus” on his funeral pyre. 
Sixth, “Nebuchadnezzar” in bis majesty, 
surrounded by a brilliant suite. 

Seventh, the “Golden Image of Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar.” 

Eighth. “Nebuchadnezzar” in his misery, 
eating gross, like an ox. 

Ninth, the “Feast of Belshazzar.” 

Teuth, “Moses aud the Egyptians at the 
passage of the Red sea.” 

Eleventh, “Samson and the Philistines. ” 
Twelfth, “David, King of Israel, receiving 
tribute.’' 

Thirteenth, the “Temple of Solomon.” 
Fourteenth, “Landing of the Phoenicians 
In England." 

Fifteenth, “Hannibal'Crosslng the Alps.” 
Sixteenth, “The Parswe at Worship.” 
Seventeenth, “ Mohammed Expounding 
tho Koran.” 

Eighteenth. “Tho Arabs in Syria.” 
Nineteenth, “The Arabs in Spain.” 
Twentieth, “Tbe Mahomedan’s Paradise.” 
the devoted believer being surrounded by 
bourU and drinking wine from golden gob¬ 
lets. 

Each car and its settings wore works of 
high decorative and constructive art. and the 
whole formed one of the handsomest day 
processions ever seen on the streets of New 
Orleans. 

Following Rex came the Phutiny Phorty 
Pheilows in a series of five amusing tableaux. 
The display provoked much hilarity, but 
was not equal to former efforts of the 
Phunny Pborties. 

The best subject wa* “Our Country’s 
Flag," represented by a regiment of boys 
and young men dressed in red, white and 
blue cambric aud armed with raised urn 
Luc lias in similar colors. 

After the Phunny Pborties came the Merry 
Bellians, a society formed to caricature the 
fashions and follies of the fair. This they 
did in sixteen tableaux, representing various 
feminine fashions and appliances, ancient 
and modern. This w as the first appearance 
of the Bellians. They made a decided hit, 
being everywhere received with shouts of 
uierrimont. 

Then came the “Wreck 19,” a caricature 
of the fire department, somew bat locking the 
element of novelty, but good nevertheless— 
with tbe baud out of tune, tho pompous fire¬ 
men and officers, the broken-down eueino 
and the bony equine pets. This portion of 
tbe parade caught the fancy of tbe small 
boys, who followed numerously in the rear. 

Bo closed the day procession, which left 
the streets about •*» o’clock, Rex and his suite 
repairing to Carnival Palace to prepare for 
tbe ball to-night and the others to their 
various places of rendezvous, while tbe great 
crowd on the streets dispersed in soarch of 
dinner, preparatory to again assembling on 
the streets to witness tbe splendid spectacle 
presented by tbe “Khuwe of Komus.” 

The line of the procession had been bril¬ 
liantly illuminated, and as soon as night full, 
and long before the pageant up]wared, the 
streets, balconies and window s along the 
cho-en route were packed with people anx¬ 
ious to witness the parade of the oldest, most 
popular and richest of the New Orleans mys¬ 
tic societies. Those who based their expec¬ 
tations of a beautiful and artistic display 
upon Comus’ wide and well-earned reputa¬ 
tion for the presentation of magnificent 
pageants were not disappointed. 

Tne Mem* Crew bad chosen Ireland as the 
subject of illustration, and iu a series of 
twenty tableauxs gave representations of the 
most stirring events of Eriu’s history from 
tbe discovery of Ireland by Partholan, 285.1, 
B. C., until the last Council of the great 
Irish Chief, in 1690. 

Preceding the tableaux were two cars, one 
announcing tin* subject of the pageant and 
the other containing Comus and bis Krewe. 
Tho events illustrated were: 

First—Discovery and first invasion of Ire¬ 
land by Partholan. 

Becond—Invasion jof Ireland by Nerne- 
dius.

Fourteenth—The lost rally of Druidism 
against Christianity. 

Fifteenth—King Deemogh ratifying a 
treaty.

Lancs from Ireland, 


Eighteenth—Marriage of King O’Brien's 
daughter.

The procession moved slowlv through the 
streets, folio we i everywhere by the applause 
of the multitude. 

After Comas and his Krewe disappeared 
thousands visited tbe various balls which are 
now going on. The most select of the^o aro 
tbe balls of tbe Mystic Krowe, at the French 
Opera-house and of Rex at Carnival Palace. 
Several thousand invitations were issued by 
Cornu* and about 20,090 to Rex. There is 
a crush at both, and will be until early morn¬ 
ing.

“BUSINESS.” 

Tuesday, Feb. 26.—The breadstuff mar¬ 
ket* were firm and fractionally higher, both 
Jioitnu i West. Receipts were larger, and 
lue export demand fair. Provisions under¬ 
went tho uauoI daily fluctuation, but prices, 
except for lard, closed at abmit the figures 
nf yesterday. Cotton was firm, and spot 
prices advanced 1-ltio in New York and New 
Orleans. The live-stock markets were about 
steady, though common grades of hogs were 
rather weak. 

In New York, money was easy. Foreign 
exchange was steady. Government bonds 
wero unchanged. The stock market wn# 
quiet and weak. 

In English markets t only feature of 
special interest was a further decline in hog 
products. _ 

THE NEXT EXPOSITION. 

Louisville’s most formidable rival for 
business in this regiou of country is Cin¬ 
cinnati. The advantages are with us, but 
they can only be routined by active and 
aggressive work, by the most thorough co¬ 
operation among our merchants and manu¬ 
facturers. and by neglecting nothing which 
will extend our commerce or add to the 
growth of the city. 

Nothing has ever done more for Louia- 
vllle, for her reputation, for the advertise¬ 
ment of the city and her advantages, noth¬ 
ing has done more to excite the envy and 
the admiration of our rivals, than the Ex* 
position of last year. 

The money to carry on the second South¬ 
ern Exposition on a larger scale ought to 
have been subscribed before the 1st of 
January*, but over $60,000 have yet to be 
realized. It was the vain hope of men igno 
rant of human nuture that those who last 
year were so quick to criticise and to break 
down, whose lack of public spirit was 
only equaled by their opposition to 
tho.se who tried to do anything—it was 
hoped this body of malcontents could bo 
induced by considerable deference and 
begging, to devote some of their energy 
and money to the new* enterprise. Of 
course there has been a dha p point me tu 
The money has not been raised, and the 
men who and the newspapers which tried in 
every manner last year to bring the Expo¬ 
sition to a disastrous end, who at the most 
critical moment sought to force the price 
of admissiou down to twenty-five ce^ts, 
Inviting bankruptcy, and, failing in ttf at, 
tried to arouse a popular demand for Sun¬ 
day exhibition and so aiieuate the itost 
self-sacrificing of the supporters of theiEx- 
positlon, these men staod ready to<lay 
to stab the management when they deetu it 
safe. They have never done anything for 
the public, and they never will. Decod¬ 
ing on their means, the money for the 
Exposition will not come. 

The same methods must be employed 
this year us Inst; the same popular interest 
must if possible be aroused. The money 
should come, not from the city, but from 
the people. The people axe ready to sub¬ 
scribe the money when rightly appronuhed. 
Last year it was proponed to ask tha city 
fur a subscription uud the Dirccton. put 
the proposition aside. It should net be 
ueeessary now. The Exposition to succeed 
must be a movement of the people; here 
was the strength last year, and it is the 
only dependence woith anything. 

The indifference of our own people at 
this juncture is something astonishing. 
Cincinnati is not indilTereut to our move¬ 
ments. In the annual report of thu Cin¬ 
cinnati Southern the President says: “The 
Louisville Exposition resulted in a large 
diversion of business from the city oil Cin¬ 
cinnati, as many buyers who havq beeu 
purchasers of goods and supplidi here 
weut to Louisville, as ETrvideuced l»y my 
returns." #■ 

There is no doubt at all of this, and in 
the light of such testimony it is strange 
our people should hesitate about subscrib¬ 
ing to the stock of the Exposition. Per¬ 
haps they do not wish this year to get any 
business which usually goes to Cincinnati. 


THE OHIO OUTRAGE. 

Cincinnati claims the most heinous 
crime of the age. 

Men go to the professors in the Ohio 
Medical College and ask them how much 
they will give for three bodies for “future 
delivery.” They arc promised $15 each. 

They coolly go to a cabin, knock an old 
mau, his wife and a little girl in the bead, 
strip them of their clothes, sruff them in 
sacks and tako them to the college. 

T here these bodies are quietly received 
and paid for, as per advance contract, and, 
although they have hardly grown cold and 
their skulls arc crushed iu, “no questions 
are asked.” 

Is it a wonder that ministers of the gos¬ 
pel, in preaching the funeral of these mur¬ 
dered negroes, invoked lynch law, aud that 
those present received with cheers such 
unusual remarks hum the pulpit? 

No more diabolical crime can be found 
in the pages of French Action, and it is 
peculiarly appropriate, if it bad to happen, 
that it should have occurred at Cindnnuti, 
a city which, itself as lawless aud bloody 
as any place in this country. North or 
J-kwitli, East or West, is constantly preach¬ 
ing aud fuming through its press against 
the crimes of others, and arrogating to 
itself that superior culture and morality 
which belong only to the Pharisee. 

Now let its papers follow the logic of 
their course. Let them invoke the inter¬ 
ference of the National Government. Let 
ihnm howl for Congress to transgress its 
constitutional authority and “investigate ’ 
Hie lawlessness of Ohio. They can make 
out ns good a case as they have in other 
Stales. Were the murdered persons not 
i.egrne*? Are the Ohio negroes not Repub 
Iii3it«:i? Isn't it perfectly plain that the I)eui- 
'- were at the bottom of their murder, 
:ud sold them to the medical college only 
!•* t Obceal the real motive of the crime? Let 
*Lv iHrmocrnts of Ohio tie held responsible. 
Let a senatorial committee to investigate 
lliu affair be appointed at once; let them 
pret t*ed to hold thei* sessions ut Oshkosh 
or Kal.tmu/oo; let them summon the 
squatters of Dead Man’s Gulch and 
the hoodlums of the New Y’ork 
Bowery, and, ir enough evidence 
< an not be collected »o prove that every 
Democrat in Ohio is guilt}* of this outrage 
—enough even to warrant the unseating of 
Gov I Ioadi.y and the ousting of the eutire 
Democratic aiftnhust ration of the State- 


then it will be a very stupid kind of an 
investigating committee. 

But w hile these things are being attended 
to, the goullemenof the Ohio Medical Col¬ 
lege should not be forgotten. From pres¬ 
ent appearances, a few years In the peni¬ 
tentiary for some of them would not be 
more than they deserve, 

CURLZFCY LEGISLATION. 

The progress of currency legislation in 
Congress linn boon sure aud steady, and, 
withal, iu iks recent stages, it has beeu 
expeditious. Since the introduction of the 
McPhersou lull the Courier-Journal has 
cordially favored it, and baa confidently 
predicted its adoption, tltc measures of re 
lief which iii affords being so ample, and 
yet so conservative, that w*o have considered 
IU success nisured by the virtue nnd force 
of its own it.erlt*. The Senate passed this 
UU Monday., and the Banking Committee 
of the Hou|a» voted yesterday, by a large 
majority, to report it favorably. Chair¬ 
man BratK-sit w as voted down very prop¬ 
erly with his bill for the substitution of 
Treasury notes for national-bank notes, as 
divers bills of the same general tenor had 
l>ccn aucce^ dvely tabled by the Ftnnnce 
Committee i >t the Senate. 11 is to be hoped 
the House yill not waste time unnecessarily 
in displays of oratory in relation to currency 
schemes, which have been proven to be in 
marked disfavor in the Senate. 

The McPherson bill increases the limit 
of note issues on hand deposited to secure 
circulation by 11 1-0 per cent. It provides 
fora settlement of the bank currency under 
other conditions, substantially the same as 
at present, fora period equal to that which 
has elapsed since the national bank system 
was Amt established. 

THSFT ADMITTED. 

The Frankfort Yeoman, which assumes 
the rfile of the defender of newspaper 
thicvfs, makes the following strange. ad- 
mi&sw>tt; 

'•The freeze-out fame which the Cocrikb- 
Journal ami other paper* In th© Associated Pres* 
rin i propose to play upon the ^miller city dailies 
aud all the country papers is the most palpable 
in Justice that could be done to the general inter- 
e*l» of the press uud people of the country. It is 
such a monopoly of the news as * ill prerent its 
circulation by all paper* outside of the Associated 
Press ring, and thus fori.*© all. people who desire 
to have the news to take the ring papers. If 
there is anything democratic, or cron decent, in 
this, ere would like to know through what kind 
of spectacles it can be seen. The press of Ken¬ 
tucky ought to sp<*ak out in unqualified terms 
against if, and send their papers to the Kentucky 
delegation to Coogtm" 

Here U an admission that the smaller 
city Judies if forbidden to steal the proper¬ 
ty of their rivals must inevitably perish. 
The Yeoman swya if the practice of steal¬ 
ing the news of the Ajssodated Press is re¬ 
stricted then the people will be compelled, 
in order to get the news, to take the pa¬ 
pers that gather It and pay for it 
According to the Yeoman, this is un¬ 
democratic. it is indecent, it is unjust. 
The Yeoman has recently developed strange 
notions of morality; it has had evidently a 
change of heart, but. unfortunately, in¬ 
stead of leading to straigther paths of vir¬ 
tue it is inclined to follow the crooked ways 
of vice. We regret this; we have always 
had a sneaking fondness for the Yeoman; 
it was so agreeable—that is, it so often 
agreed with us—it was so inoffensive, it 
was so given to platitudes, aud wns so 
careful not to offend the prejudices or 
hurt the feelings of anyone. The Yeoman 
in this may have descended to depths of 
dullness not demanded by a strict con¬ 
struction of the Christian code, but still 
if the Yeoman was dull It had the happy 
consciousness of kuowing that nobody 
could object to uoy position it took. It 
was in the Democratic party the veritable 
Vicar of Bray. 

Now. alas! the whole temper of the 
Yeoman has changed, and It makes itself 
the earnest advocate and attorney of the 
“Thieves’ Own.*' The news copyright 
does not concern the Yeoman. In the 
first place, it is ngninst the law of the 
Yeoman* being to publish news until news 
bus become history. Nor w ould it affect the 
Yeoman anyhow. Even if, iu a fit of 
desperation, for^he want of something to 
do, the Yeoman should take a new de¬ 
parture and blossom into a newspaper, it 
would not be disturbed. It would lie 
allowed to copy ad libitum, so to speak, 
from the colum ns of the Coukilu-Jour¬ 
nal. The Yeoman knows that the copy¬ 
right law is not d imed at the country press, 
uud could not by any construction be made 
so to apply. It is aimed at a disreputable 
and indecent clans of city dallies unable to 
pay for news, but unable either to live with¬ 
out it. Cut them off from stealing the 
news, and as tfie Yeoman says, they would 
perish. 

Wo confess we sec no injustice in this. 
When a man steals our type he is punished; 
if he rolls our counting-room be is sent to 
Frankfort; but If he enters our news-room 
and steals our dispatches, or if he takes 
them in transit from the wires, or if he 
goes early in the morning to the press room 
and takes the news from the press before 
wc can get it to our readers, the Yeoman 
says he ought to go unpunished. Out on 
such morality ns that. Protect all property 
or protect none. 

As to the rural newspapers, their editors 
will only have to rend the bill to under¬ 
stand that it does not affect them in the 
least. They will be just as free to take 
the news from the city dailies after the 
passage of the bill as now. All wo ask is 
that they read the bill for themselves and 
not accept the interpretation placed on it 
by the beneficiaries of piracy and theft, 
for these papers see that with most of 
them ftich a law, u law which forbids 
theft, means, as the Yeoman says, that 
they must perish. Of course they will not 
stop at any little misrepresentation, for the 
greater am always includes the lesser. 

P'ROTECTIONfiFOR THE SOUTH, 

Some of the protectionists who have 
l«sen thronging to tho Ways and Mentis 
Committee are feeling hurt over their 
treatment by that body. 

They had been allowed by preceding com¬ 
mittees to speak their pieces uninter¬ 
rupted, and they ure surprised aud pained, 
not to say flustered, to fiud that some ol 
thu members of this committee pretend to 
sable knowledge of the tariff themselves 
nod dure to interrupt and question the 
manufacturers in their oratorical flights 
by putting to them practical, aud not al¬ 
ways welcome, questions. 

Among the information brought out by 
this inquisitiveness on the purt of the com¬ 
mittee are some suggestive facts in regard 
to- the Gilchrist process for making steel. 

This patent, it seems, is peculiarly 
adapted for the manufacture of.steel in the 
Jrlouth, by the employment of which steel 
cun be made much cheaper in that section 
tlien it can in other part* of the country. 
The manufacturers of Bessemer steel. 


roCDgniXtog this fact, and huvinc their 
mills elsewhere, paid $275,000 for the 
Gilchrist (intent, not for their own use. 
but to keep it out of the hands of the 
Southern steel makers. 

Yet these men w ho already have a tariff 
of over 40 per cent, on their products for 
their protection and who tax for their own 
benefit tho South in the full nmount by 
which the Gilchrist patent would reduce 
the cost of steel manufacture in that sec¬ 
tion, are clamoring against the cutting 
down one fifth of the duties on steel likely 
to come in competition with them. They 
want everything for themselves, while 
other people, in the language of the New* 
York millionaire, may “be damned.” 

They arc constantly scaling tho wages 
of their workmen, as if with the higher 
protection afforded they can not pay liv¬ 
ing prices for labor, and yet they are able 
to pay $275,000 to handicap Southern 
manufacturers. 

This i* one way in which the South is 
“protected.” 

THE GERMAN HOG. 

Some of our exchanges are so eccentric 
iu their notions ns to justify Bismarck in 
returning the Lasker resolutions, on the 
ground that Lasker represented a school 
of politics unlugonisiic to that of Bis¬ 
marck. The unfortunate ex- President of 
the Confederate States is dragged into the 
argument for the purpose of illustration, 
aud we are told that the executive authori¬ 
ties at Washington would treat similar 
resolutions of respect for Mr. Davis from 
any foreign legislature quite as summarily. 
This parallel exhibits ouly silliness. Mr. 
Davis is a defeated ekicltaiu of a dead 
cause, and is politically proscribed. Herr 
Lasker was a powerful living part of the 
Gcruiau Government, representing a party 
only less powerful than that of the Juukor 
aristocrat, but equally as respectable in Its 
relation to law and order. La**kkr occu¬ 
pied to Bismarck the attitude which Gam- 
betta held to MacMaiion aud Grew, 
and which DTsuacu some time before his 
death held to Gladstone— the head of the 
principal opposition. Mr. Davis holds to 
our Government the relation which Kos¬ 
suth held to Austro-Hungary, which 
Akari Bet holds to Egypt But even in 
these cases it is an inadmissible assump¬ 
tion that an official’ tribute of respect to 
those personages from a powerful nnd 
frieud-.y uation would have been sup¬ 
pressed without a respectful official state¬ 
ment of the reasons therefor, scut through 
the regular cbauneK It is not yet ap¬ 
parent how* we may best resent this inso¬ 
lence from the German tyrant, aud it may 
be necessary to delay action until the 
Reichstag can have nn opportunity of 
proving that it is not bound to Bismarck’s 
chariot wheels, but it is reasonably certain 
that the affair will not be permitted to pass 
without decided measures of reientnienl. 


ENGLAND CROOKS THE KNEE. 

Very rarely has the world “been treated 
in modern tunes to a spectacle so peculiar 
as that now transpiring in Upper Egypt. 
England hud destroyed the independence 
and authority of the ruler of Egypt; it 
had disorganized the military establish¬ 
ment; it hud humbled the pride of the na¬ 
tive soldiery; it had introduced a confused 
administration of affuirs, which, in many 
particulars, bad reduced the Khedive to 
the rank of a mere puppet, and it bad so 
weakened the Government that the power¬ 
ful tribes of the Soudan have been per¬ 
mitted to invade the country and easily 
sweep irom their line of march all oppos¬ 
ing forces. In this situation the English 
Premier sends, with one or two personal 
AiitudunU, the romantic enthusiast. Chi¬ 
nese Gordon, into the heart of Upper 
Egypt, tnisllog to his powers of moral 
suasiou to disarm the tens of thousands of 
fierce warriors who are pressing on to 
Khartoum and the Red Sea. Gordon pro¬ 
claims, in discharging his mission, that the 
Soudanese will- bn permitted to correct ail 
the abuses of which they complain, guar¬ 
antees the inviolability of property in 
slaves and opens the w iy for the unre¬ 
stricted course of the slave trade. Thus 
the warlike genius of Eugland grovels at 
the feet of those northern barbarians and 
begs for peace, offering to surrender, as the 
price of their forbearance, a point of prin¬ 
ciple for which England has spent more 
than Egypt is worth. In tho meanwhile, 
El 31aiidi will hardly feel grateful for a 
guarantee from a power which he doubt¬ 
less considers unable to defend ltseT, and 
will dispisc the offer as a trick uf small 
diplomacy. 

The position of the foreign wheat trade 
is evidently of no ordinary significance. 
The recent average prices of English wheat 
in English markets have bcendower than m 
any year since 1836. The depression Is. 
therefore, at the lowest limit of u half 
century. The English harvest lost year 
was small, largely under the average of 
the last live or leu years, and the American 
harvest, though a full average, wus about 
90.000,000 bushels less than that of 18-N2. 
But the foreign exchanges continue to be 
burdened with offerings of wheat, and, 
even at the extraordinary prices ruling, 
there appears to be more pressure to sell 
than of disposition to buy. The surplus 
is drawn rather from the superfluous pro¬ 
duction iu Europe in 1882 thuu from uu- 
usual contributions from India and cbe- 
where, but this fact is not le*a disagree¬ 
able to the selling interest of the United 
States.

The East 
India conlingeut is somewhat greater than 
iu 1882, but less than in 1881.

THE ASSOCIATED PS 83 CONTRACT. 


WA.-SHtNr.TON, Feb. 2fi.—When Dr. Norvin 
Green, I'resident of the Western Union Tele¬ 
graph Company, appeared before the sub¬ 
committee of the Senate Committee on Post- 
offices and Post roads to-day Senator Hill 
naked that all conlracte with the Press Asso¬ 
ciation b© laid before tho committee. Dr. 
Green requested that the question of furnish¬ 
ing the sub-committee with copies of con¬ 
tracts with railrfiad companies, cable com¬ 
panies and press associations bo referred to 
the whole committee. lie claimed that 
neither the sub committee nor the whole 
committee nor the Senate had the power to 
require toe witness to produce said contract*; 
beside, copies of them can not be mad© with¬ 
out the consent of the Board of Directors, 
uor could they be produced without 
the consent of the other parties to the con¬ 
tract. Dr. Green declined to furnish infor¬ 
mation concerning the receipts from the 
Gold and Gtock Telegraph Company from 
Us cable contract, etc. He said there was 
nothing in the contracts which he was nol 
willing the committee should know, but he 
declined to answor on tho great principle 
that the inquiries were inquisitorial in na¬ 
ture. 

Senator Hill said: “You or* a public cor¬ 
poration, are you not? Congress has the 
right to legislate in the matter, has it not?” 

“No, sir, not the Da*t in the world,” re¬ 
plied Gwynn, counsel for Dr. Green. 

Senator Hill—“Do you deny the right of 
Congress to regulate your intor-Stat© busi¬ 
ness r* 

Gwynn—“No; but Congress has sought to 
in tor fere with the management of our pri¬ 
vate business.” 

Senator Hill—“I can not agroo with you 
on that; I consider the questions pertinent.”

The extension of the rates of 
the new contract, which were based 
upon th# busiuess done in the tbicklv- 
fettied East, would have been a hardship io 
tho paper* of the Southwest and West, and 
it ws- agreed that they should not be re¬ 
quired to pay mere than they were paying 
in Novciub. r. 1»S2, before the contract w.ts 
•uacted. Of the original contract executed 
in lhd7, *and tho contracts supplemental 
there lu, no.hin.T was reserved inconsistent 
with the contract bufure the committee. Mr. 
Smith expressed tho hope that Dr. Greuu 
would explain to tho committee the modifi¬ 
cation tnal had been made iu the original 
contract, by mutual cr.n»ent, about 
twelve years ago. Tnis original contract 
was the first wmtun contract in the Wesi. 
It was th© ftr*t%ffort to systematize a busi¬ 
ness that had grown by degrees as the wires 
were extended and newspapers became able 
or enterprising enough to take the new 8 re¬ 
port. It was made u bun both the telegraph 
and pre.-s bmunei* was »malJ and uudevel. 
oped. Th© clause canceled by mutual agree 
mem required that the press business should 
be done exclusively by Western Union wires, 
and William Urton, President of the Tele¬ 
graph Company, inode the prop¬ 
osition, and it was accepted 
on behalf of the Associated Press 
by Richard Smith and Horace White. Thus 
was abrogated the only exclusive clause that 
was embraced in the original contract. Sinco 
then there had beeu no attempt to bind tho 

f iress, aud the latter ha* enjoyed no privi-

*The report of tbe 8 tat« Board of Phar¬ 
macy was presented. It is very elnliorate, 
nud la said to contain many valuable sug¬ 
gestions. On motion of Mr. Jackson, it wua 
ordered that 200 copies of the report bo 
printed, and the same referred to the Com¬ 
mittee on Sanitary Affair*. 

The first bill m the orders of the day was 
on act to prohibit the sale of spirit-jo.ts, 
\moQs or tnnll liquors or mixture of either 
in the counties of Laurel, Rockcastle, Clay, 
Jackson and Owsley. It provides that it 
shall hereafter be unlawful for any person 
to bell, directly or indirectly, any sucb 
liquor*. Tbe penalty is a tine of not lora 
tuan $25 nor more than $100. All fines col¬ 
lected go to the Common Hchool Com tuts- 
Moner of the county, for tho l*eru tit of the 
common school fund. A distiller living iu 
any of the couuties is allowed to sell in 
quantities of not less than twenty gallons. 

’J he prosecuting witnc« or any voluntary 
prosecuting attorney is allowed ten per cent. 
♦*f all judgments of conviction. Corpora- 
Lons, such os railroads and ex pres* com¬ 
panies. are not allowed to deliver such 
liquors in any of raid counties and receive 
the money therefor. 

Mr. Triplett spoke against the bill. He 
said its passage would bo setting an unwise 
precedent. It borders on clura legislation. 
It is projK>r that these prohibitory law* 
should be submitted to a vote of tbe people, 
so tbut both >ide* may be heard and have an 
opportunity to express tboir sentiment*. He 
was no anti-tompvrance man, nor %va* he 
fanatic on the other side. He looked at this 
matter from a purely business standpoint. 
Here we are asked at one sweep to prohibit 
tlie neopie of five counties from handling otio 
of the chief product* of the 8 late. lie un 
dertook to say that tbiK bill was the most 
overrcachmc prohibitory law evi-r printed 
in the Legl. luture. 8 uch legislation as this 
f-hould bu avoided, because it is undemo¬ 
cratic. 

Mr. Culton said tho people of the<ie coun- 
tics*wanted this bill passed. It was local 
legislation, and the people were tbo bt*t 
judge* of wlmt they wanted. 

Mr. .Triplett said it seemed strangs to 
him, if tbe people of Those countn* wore iu 
favor of such legislation na this, that they 
were not moral enough to govern themsolve* 
without any law. 

Mr. Julian haid he hoped metnliers would

Burckhead and B. F. Oldhum, answering to 
above description, were placed under arrest 
They protested their Innocent of any enme 
and stated that they were from Washington 
county eu route for Bloomington, Illinois, 
There being no information other than the 
above dispatch, their arrest caused consul 
arable excitement among our (leople, and 
many were tbe inquiries as to w'bat was the 
charge against them.

FTRATAGEM ALONE 8 AVES HIM. 


tSnerial to the Courier-Journal.] 

Elizaiiethtown, Feb. 26.—Great excite¬ 
ment now prevails here over one of the foul¬ 
est crimes that was ever perpetrated iu our 
county. 

8 cmo days ogo a negro fiend named Miles 
Petty entered tbo room of Miss Cora Van- 
nort, and, after drawing a pistol on her, ac¬ 
complished a nameless crime on her person. 
He was arrested and brought to this place 
amtjocked iu jail. His trial was to take 
place at Sonora to-day, that being in tbw 
neighborhood of the place where the crime 
was committed. 

Tbi* morning new* reachtnl here that a 
mob wa* being organized at that place to 
lynch him. The officer* left the prisoner 
here and went down on the train alone. 

When tbe train reached Nolin about forty 
masked men, well armed aud carrying a 
black flag, entered the cars and began the 
search for tbo prisoner. Wild excitement 
prevailed among the passengers, and mauv 
thought it was an attempt at robbery. Af¬ 
ter going through the cars one of the mob 
said: 

lie Is not here, but we will have him. 
We will go to Elizabethtown and take him 
out of Jail." 

The «uob then withdrew from the cars in 
good order, some of them discharging their 
firearms after they left tbo traiu. 

The train coming thi* way, which arrived 
about 1:05 this evening, was halted by tho 
mob, which made au attempt to chpturo It 
for tbe purpose of counnfc to town and tak¬ 
ing tbe prisoner out of jail at uoonday. This 
being a through train they failed to stop it. 

80 determined wot the mob tbo officers 
deemed it unsafe to let tho prisoner remain 
here, as it was believed they would come 
to town this evening. Fatty wa* 
taken uuder guard aud hurried off 
through the coUutry to Kinevdle, 
to meet the train far Louisville, w hore he is 
sent for shfe-keepiag. The mob b expected 
here to-night. 

Miss Yannort is a daughter of Jos. Van- 
iiort, a highly respected aud wealthy farmer 
of this county. 8 he i* a bountiful and ac¬ 
complished youug lady about eighteen years 
old. 

Miles Petty is about forty-five year* old, 
aud is the name mail wfio w as shot about 
two year* ago by John Blandford for iusult- 
ing bis (Blandford'a> wife. Fur this *hoot- 
ing Blandford was sent to tho peuitentiary 
for three years, and b now serving out that 
term. 1 I.» wife wa# tbo only one wno knew 
of that insult, and, she being an incompetent 
witness, that fact could no$ be proven, aud 
Blandford was compelled to wear the felon’s 
garb fur protecting his wife and defending 
the honor of hi* household against the in¬ 
sult* of the foul fieod. Had the wound* 
only proven fatal, one of our fairest young 
ladle* would have been saved from this sad 
fate, worse than death, and a once happy 
family would be free from tbe awful blight 
lhat now bang* over it. 

It become* our Governor to take this 
matter in hand and pardon Blandford at 
once for shooting this Head, for no doubt he 
did wnat Any other man would have done in 
the premises. It is reported that Fatty was 
working on 51 r. Vann rot's farm at tbe 
time bo accomplished tho brutish crime. 
The entire community is thrown iuto wild 
excitement over thi« outrage, and the people 
are determined to have the fiend punished.

A Valuable Pirc- of Property H lilrh Ha« 
llrrn Urrdri Away in Two lllrerltona 
I hnuiuh a Lonx Line of Owner*. 

[(Special to the four ter-Journal.) 
Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 26.—A highly sensa¬ 
tional suit, involving from eight to fifteen 
acres of valuable land on Boulevard, 
promises tt make iaicretting proceeding* 
in our courts. Prior to the war. Jam** 
Blackman owned l^ot 47. This property 
extended all arouud Ponce da l^eou and 
Angler’s Spring and Boulevard. Before the 
war this property was not very vaiauble in 
comparison wdth what the laud U now worth, 
about $ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

On the Rth of 5Iarch, 1861, Blackman 
conveyed the property to his son-in-law, 
Joseph B. Wood. Wood sold tbe pro(«rty 
November 21, 1861, to E. K. Ha«eeu, who 
transferred the property to Charles W. Dill, 
May 26, 1862. Dill sold the property to 
V. K. Stevenson, tbe celebrated railroad 
capitalist, December 4, 1862. All these 
deeds were duly recorded, but the books 
have been stolen. 

On September 18, 1*63, 

sold the property to Thus, 

taker. Whittaker sold tbe property to 

Morton Fouche, 011 tbe 10th of 51ay, 1864, 
aud the deed wa* recorded on tho 12 th of 
tbe same month. Fouche transferred it to 
hi* wife on Juno 0 , 1864. These transfers 
were for Confederate money. Mrs. Fouche 
has paid taxe* on it for 20 years. 

AU tbe above proceeding* would not 

arouse interest were it not for subsequent 
development*. On the 13th of December, 
1881, old man Blackman, it is said, claims 
that he made a deed to it to bis sou. After 
the old man died, young Blackman sold tbo 
property to Speaces & Simmons, who sold it 
to Jerome Himmutia, aud he in turn sold it 
to a syndicate composed of Mr. 8 am lu- 
mau. Dr. W, C. Srni.h and Mr. McBurney. 
Deeds being duly recorded, tho book* in tho 
Clerk’s office showed regular records of two 
sot* of titles to the same property. Thu 
strongest part of tho story is that tbe fact 
should have been overlooked by able law¬ 
yer* who beareh for flaw* in titles to lond 
Mrs. Fouclu*. who has held a deed to tho 
property for twenty years, lives in Cauton, 
Mi#*. She is a woman of executive ability, 
in good circumstance* aud ha* held tbe 
property for a rise. Three or four months 
ago Mr*. Fouche heard that the prujierty 
w a* claimed by other parties aud she came 
to investigate the matter. 8 he at unco con¬ 
sulted attorneys uud took step* to get her 
rights. Issue was squarely made by the 
syndicate, who immediately fenced in the 
property. Mi>. Fouche lias now tiled au 
cjecltncul suit and a day or two ago de¬ 
fendants were served. They have not yet 
announced their defense, but their interests 
are ill tho hnnds of Emory , 8 peer*. Every 
purchaser had a warrantee title, and when 
the court begin* to kick backward every nno 
who has sold it will have to stand from 
under. 

Mr. 8 teveasoa is very rich, and 
would likely to wrestle a while before 
be lost anythiug. All tho other parties are 
equally Interested in the suit. The defense 
of the last will is calculated to strike tho 
jury with mystifiealing forco. Tho first 
deed is not in existence, and cau not be 
found. U 1 * said that Joseph B. Wood, to 
wnotn it waa made, is a man of uucertaiu 
way*. The defense of tbo la*t will lay dowu 
a proposition that the will of 1661 w as ■ 
forgery. They bold that Wood forged tho 
deed, and that they can make it plain to a 
jury. Tho son to whom tbo Second deed was 
made i» filling, and 1 * a young man who 
stands well among those who know him.

THE LEXINGTON INVESTIGATION. 


At the beginning of the asylum investiga¬ 
tion, some two weeks since. Dr. Dale asked 
permission, on account of his broken health, 
to appoint au attorney to represent his side 
of the case. This was unanimously agreed 
to. Two or thrco days later the Comm is 
aioners prescuted a written petition, asking 
that they also be allowed a lawyer to repre¬ 
sent them, which was granted, it has b#en 
noticed, however, that the representative 
appointed by the Commissioners, Mr 8am 
RusseU, took more interest in Dr. Gale’s de¬ 
fense than in any other portion of the in¬ 
vestigation, and yesterday things came to 
the surface by the retirement from the case 
altogether of Mr. W. B. Fleming, the at¬ 
torney appointed by Dr. Galo, and Mr. 
Russell assumed the doctor’s defense. Mr. 
Fleming states that his retirement was simply 
a personal matter, of no interest to tbo pub¬ 
lic. Mr. Russell will attend to Dr. Gale’s 
side from now on. 

The first wituess introduced before the 
committee yesterday morning was 

MILS. MAGGIE M. XHR1.NGKR, 

who had been au attendant at the asylum. 
Her evidence was in substance the following: 

“1 am married nud live in this city. 1 was 
at the asylum from March, 1881, until De¬ 
cember of the same year, as an attendant m 
words Nos. 12 and 14. Before going to the 
asylum 1 was a nurse at the City Hospital, 
whore 1 now am, having resigned from the 
asylum to accept my present position. 

Emma F awskett, a delicate arid 
sensitive little lady in my ward, told mo she 
had not beeu treated right aud intended to 
run away if sho could. After 1 had been 
there two weeks she did run away, but was 
brought back by Mr. Herr. I did uot duck 
her, but Miss Mollie Gale afterward came in 
and took her out aud ducked her. 1 heard 
Mrs. Fawbkett pleading pitepusly not to bo 
ducked, but she was ducked nevertheiesa. 
After this she was very moluncholy. 

“Mary Cosgrove 1 helped g* ready to 
duck. 8be declined to work, and I told her 
Dr. Gale had given uie orders to duck her 
if she did not work. She still refused, how¬ 
ever, saying she was a Mother Superior, aud 
was not in the right place to work. Another 
patient helped me to duck her, and treated 
her rather roughly, which 1 at once hiul 
stopped. This ducking was it very mild one. 

“Ward 12 was more easily managed tnan 
14. That was thought to be the wont fe¬ 
male ward in thu institution. Some patients 
emu be ruled by kiudoess, but otfior* require 
restraint. Restraint in the old-fashioned 
onb was not so bad, but lu the new w ire 
ones it is not so pleasant. The multreshes 
are too large. 1 was subpoenaed to come be¬ 
fore tbu committee, aud did uot come of my 
own accord. Dr. Gale told me to make 
May Cosgrove work, and duck her if .she did 
not. This work was making up beds, clean¬ 
ing wards and some sewing. Dr. Gale was 
acting physician lu my ward when he was at 
home. 1 had thirty-live patients. 1 couldn't 
•ay that 

DR. GALE WAS OVERLY KIND 
when be came in the ward. Sorno of the 
patients were glad to see him, of here not. 1 
did not think ue was very kind to patients. 
For my owu part, I never know how to ap¬ 
proach Dr. Gale. He was always abrupt 
and short. He always appeared in a burry 
when he came in the ward, and was some¬ 
times impatient. 

M i was directed by Dr. Galo to duck 
another patient, Hannah Jenkins, beside tbu 
one mentioned above. Shu was a quarrel¬ 
some w oinan, and worried the other pit Hunts 
considerably. She received a light ducking. 
She was in a crib, and nad been making a 
big noise. It was visiting day. Dr. Gfiic told 
me to slop her; if she didn’t keep quiet to 
duck her. 1 did it some time afterward, but 
it did her no good. 1 did not notice that 
ducking made patient* any I tetter, except 
during the time it made them sick— 
vomiting, etc. 1 resigned my potation ut thu 
asy lum because I received an oiler of what 
1 considered a belter place at the hospital. 

•‘Towel baths are administered by tying 
the patient's band* and throwing her down 
on the floor; a bucket of wuter and a roller 
towel were procured, aud the wet towel was 
placed over the patient's tnuutb aud face.’* 

Mr. Russell examined the witness: “I)r. 
Gale told uie to duck Mary C oszrove. because 
she did not work. Hannah ‘Jenkins T ui .o 
ducked on Dr. Gale's order*. 1 don’t know 
that Emma Fawskett was punished for run¬ 
ning away. All 1 know' is that the Matron, 
Mol ho Gale, called for her. took her In the 
bath-room and called another patient to her 
assistance. That looks like it would be 
ducking. 

“Dr. Gale also told me to give a patient a 
towel bath. 1 think it hurt tho patient, and 
told the w oman helping mu to desist and let 
her up. As to restraint, I think some kinds 
are necessary, and should be used. The old 
crib, 1 think, was the bust way of restrain¬ 
ing patients. Muff-, when uot kept on over 
night, are a very good thing. Tbu kind of 
restraint used depeinU on the violence of thu 
patient. 1 did not use restraints when they 
were uot necessary. When Dr.G aio oame 
ou the ward 1 nomeUm*© asked hi* opinion 
about restraining patients. 

“The new wire crib* are coo utnall in my 
opinion. The rnaurts* take- up too much 
space, and the patient hu* uot loom to turn. 

1 havu been at the CKy Hospital ever since I 
left the asylum. 1 often saw Mr. Garr at 
the asylum, also other Commissioners. 1 
never complained to any of them or Dr. 
Gale about the mistreatment of patients. 
Dr. (Tale had uot much to say at auv time. 

1 remember going to Dr. Gale for bedcloih- 
ing at one time, and he 

CUT ME OFF RATHER SHORT. 

He asked where thu bcdclolbiug used last 
winter was. I told him I did not know*. Hu 
afterward gave me tl*o bedding. It wa* not. 
tbu question hu asked, but thu tone in which 
be asked it. that hurt uie.' * 

Mr. Martin examined the wituoss: “The 
ComraUsioners were always kind to every¬ 
body, Mr. Garr particularly. fee patients 
weru always glad to scu him. Marv Faw¬ 
skett was pleading not to t»e ducked, a* near 
a* 1 can remember. When 1 beard her l 
walked away dowu the hall 1 know thnt 
pal leu tn could have been controlled without 
puttiug their beads under w ator. “ 

Mr. Russell re-examined the witness 
“Before [left the asylum 1 had some little 
trouble with Anuie Nerd ham, who had tho 
ward below* mtue. I told Dr. Gale that one 
of her patients had called mo a very ugly 
tmme. 1 don’t know what Dr. Gale did 
about It. 1 can not say that I remember 
seeing any patient mistreated in anv ward; 1 
can only speak of my own experience in my 
own wards.” 

MP.. F. L. GARlt, 

President of tho BoaiTl of Commissioners, 
wa* next put ou the *lAnd. He testified to 
the following effect: 

“l hATe boon a Commissioner about ten 
years. 1 live half a mile from thu asylum. 
I have beeu President of the Ihmrd between 
three and four year*. My duty is to ©U|>or- 
vise the financial affairs of the institution 
aud render report* of the number of patients 
in the asylum to the State. This report is 
made out by Dr. Gale, and 1 look over it. 
It would take a long time to go over the in- 
ttituiffhi and see if the report of thu nurnUw- 
of patients is corr*. t. Tno books of the Su¬ 
perintendent show tho number of eutri--. 
discharges and deutii*, wi;h the cause*;, etc. 

ONLY IN ONE CASE 


for the cause of death—that was the Jansen 
case. When there is a sudden death a Coro¬ 
ner is usually summoned. I visit the asylum 
perhaps twice a week, and go through two 
or three wards. At the board meetings I go 
through tho entire institution generally. 

“In the Jansen case, I investigated and 
brought the matter before the board. Ho 
died in June, but I did not hear of any ir¬ 
regularities till August. 1 spoke to Dr. Gale 
about the matter, and he said Dr. Irvin had 
investigated tho case aud there was nothing 
in it. 1 told Dr. Gale that Moore bad told 
me something was wrong. 1 heard the pa 
Hunt* were afraid to *ay anything while 
Maddox was in that ward, and Dr. Gale had 
him removed. After this we went over the 
matter and found out all about it. 

“The McDonald case was reported to me 
by Dr. Ramsey, and 1 looked into the matter. 

1 did not think from w hat I could aee that 
Dr. Irvin was doing his duty, and so reported 
to the board. He wan reported to tho Gover¬ 
nor, aud shortly after resigned. I did not see 
McDonald after he fell nt any time. Dr. 
Ramsey told me he did not think Dr. Irvin 
bad treated McDonald right at all; he also 
told mo he thought the dead man’s lug had 
boon fractured. 1 told Dr. Gal© some things 
Ramsey had told me, particularly about 
Irvin’s treatment of McDonald. 1 don t re¬ 
member telling Dr. Gale thnt Ramsey had 
said McDonald 

W AS NOT GIVEN PROPER MEDICINE. 

“Dr. Riley also spoke of tho dead man’s 
case having been neglected. Riley was thou 
assistant physician in the female ward. 

Another euse, told ruo by Dr. Ramsey, 
wa* in ’Afncu,’ the colored w ard. A woman 
complained of pain in the stomach, and Dr. 
Irvin put a mustard plaster ou b**r bowol©, 
which did no good. Dr. Riley afterward 
went and examined her, and found that her 
stomach was full of water from her bladdor. 
He drew it off and she was at once relieved. 
Dr. Irvin would also curse and swear nt pa- 
tieiits when they would ask for medicine. 

“Mis* Wagoner was another who was com¬ 
plained of by Dr. Ramsey. Dr. Goie spoke 
of her to me also, and said there wo* nothing 
in the case Ramsey bad spokeu of. Gale also 
said he had le*t conlldence m tho lady Super¬ 
visor. Mrs. Ramsey, because sho made uu- 
true reports. Hi* afterward told me ho would 
have to get rid of Ramsey and hi* w ifo; they 
mode false statement-, talked too much, and 
Ramsey drank too much liquor. I novor 
noticed him under the influence of liquor but 
once. This occurred two or three weeks ago. 

“I don’t know that l ever heard of nr.y 
violence except from Dr. Gale, and he would 
tell me he had discharged so-and-so for 
treating patients cruelly. 


IT WAS DR. GALE’S DUTY 
to look into these coses, uot the itoord’s. 1 
have beard some complaint* from patients, 
but mostly to the effect that they wanted to 
go homo. * Sometimes they say the attend¬ 
ants would moke them do 'things they did not 
want to do. such as scrubbing, etc. Th© 
grounds and buildings* and ward* are all 
kept in first-class order. Account of what 
is rdised on the farm is kept bv the Steward. 
Vegetables of all kinds arc ratted. 8omo liny 
and com are raised and sold, also potatoes. 1 
don’t know of any of the Commissioners 
selling auything to the asylum. Mr-. Herr, 
wife of a Commissioner, sold some locust 
posts to the Steward, but they couM not 
have been had anywhere el*e. Tho Com¬ 
missioners’ wives would sometimes send over 
to the asylum butter and eggs, and charge 
just what they would cost in town here. I 
have given a groat many trees to tho asylum 
uivself.” 

The witness here named over a number of 
improvements that had been mad© about 
th© asylum and grouuds, the appropria¬ 
tions for which from the legislature nlinost 
invariably rau short. The ouly thing run 
in debt for, however, was the new boilers 
aud heating apparatus put in last summer. 
The old boilers hail been condemned by a 
practical civil engineer, and the new ones 
were an absolute necessity. Mr. Garr felt 
satikiled the new once were badly needed, 
and the Cotnmiwdoners would have’been ceu- 
*ured by the State had they neglected pro¬ 
viding a proper heating apparatus for th© 

ibt cold winter. r oie year before the new 

>llers were put in tho old ones bad been 
pact.lied up. 

Mr. Garr resumed: “I do not know of any 
inmate who has been cruelly treated. 1 
know of no one who 


do 1 renumber ever going behind the books 


LOST HIS LIFE BY NEGLECT 
on the part of au official of the institution, 
Tom Buford was there, I know. He ran 
awav once, but was brought back and con 
Dined in the wards for a long time. 1 know 
of no one detained at the tuyium who ought 
not to have been there. I heard the matron 
was not going through the wards os much as 
she ought , and spoke to Dr. Gal© about it. 
He said it was no such thing. Our construc¬ 
tion of the law* was that we bail no right to 
grant a permit to remove a patient from our 
asylum to another, and we did not grant a 
*rmit in a case referred to in the Legislature 
or that reason. 

1 thought from what Ramsey told me 
th»t McDonald had not been treated proper¬ 
ly. 1 brought the matter before the board, 
and we pawed a resolution Asking the Gov 
emor to have the matter investigated, and 
did nothing more about it after Dr. Irvin re¬ 
signed. 1 never heard a word about Dr. 

Gale seeing the patient, McDonald at all. 1 
think all supplies have been houe-tly bought, 
and everything sold has been accounted for. 
Reports are made by me quarterly to the 
board. All moneys are deposited in t he Farm¬ 
ers’ and Drover*’ Bank in this city. It is a 
good, safe bank. 1 am a Director of U. 
There is no inducement offered the Treasurer 
of the boat'd to deposit in this bank. 1 know 
of no useless expenditure of the State’s 
money by the asylum. The only debt con 
tracted is the one of the uew boilers. 

There are two assistant physicians at the 
asylum—Dr. Clark and L)r*. RUey. Dr. 
Riley was not married when he went there. 
He at lirst got $32 00a month: be uow gets 
$1,000 a year. He was at flrst tho drug¬ 
gist. His wife is the Matron: she gets $500, 
She has been m that office ever since 1S70, 
There is no supervisor at present, since 
Ramsey’s resignation. Henry Gale is act¬ 
ing temporarily. Those just mentioned are 
the only ones bolding positions related to Dr, 
Gale that 1 know of. Compared with Dr. 
Forbes* administration, or any adminis ra¬ 
tion, Dr. Gale’s is very favorable. In fact,

PREFERENCE TO GALE 
over Forties. H© has more system in his 
management. Assistant physiciaus are ro 

3 uirDd now to go through the wards twice a 
«y, ami make reports daily to Dr. Gale, so 
bean see exactly how things stand. 

“1 dou’t know of any drug supplies being 
improperly used. 1 novor examined that 
department; have heard Hamst-y speak about 
wuisky being given out most too freely 
by prescription from Dr. Ril«y. On one oc¬ 
casion be told me three people had come lu 
at one timo for drinks. 1 asked him if he ro 
ported this to Dr. Gale, and he replied that 
ne bad. 1 ©poke to him some days afterward 
oath© subject, and be said everything was 
running nicely. 1 never heard Ramsey say 
that any one but Dr. Rtley wa-* sending pre¬ 
scriptions. 1 never spoke to Riley about the 
matter, and 

NEVER MENTIONED IT TO THE HOARD, 

because Ramsey said Gal© had been told of 
it. I never beard of a patient being given 
an overdose of ruedicin© until a case was 
brought up before the Commissioners at their 
investigation. 1 made no investigation con¬ 
cerning a suicide some time ago. The Coro¬ 
ner investiguted the murder of Woaver by 
Last, and 1 did not attend. Tho Commis¬ 
sioners do not make it a rule to attend inves¬ 
tigations in cases of sudden deaths nt the 
Asylum. The Coroner from Loutsvillo at¬ 
tends* to that. Dr. Gale always sends for 
him when there is a sudden death. Wo aro 
not officially notified of sudden deaths, and 
sometime* don’t hear of them until they are 
all over with. 

“The colored inmates are treated as well as 
the other*, but the building In which they aro 
kept is un-uitablo, and a new otio i* needed 
badly. There ia le*s complaint from the col¬ 
ored attondanu than from the white. 

“Personally 1 know of no ducking at the 
asylum. When the t ’otniuusioner* had their 
investigation some year or so ago, it was tho 
first l had over heard of this, except that Dr. 
Gale bad gpolton of the great benefit it had 
doue a few patients he had ducked. Some of 
it has gone on, of eourso. nut not with tho 
sanction or knowledge of Dr. Gale. The 
Commissioners' investigation was thorough 
and rovoalcd this. We wanted to get tuo 
bottom facte, aud U*ft nothing undone to get 
there. This investigation was in September, 
18812.” 

Mr. Russell examined his client: “Dr. 
Gala did not know of the general ducking 
before that investigation, lie afterward 
gave po^tive orders that no ducking should 
be done without iqtecinl orders from the ph}'- 
siclnns, uud I don’t know of any going on 
since. Dr. Gale did tell me, 1 believe, of 
discharging some attendants for ducking and 
other cruelty siuce then. 

“THE GROUNDS HAVE BEEN BEAUTIFIED 
aud improved very much since Dr. Gale 
came in. Ho is the mo*t industrious man i 
ever saw. He is up very early, and looks 
after the kitchen, the farm and everything. 


I know Miss Wagoner, i understood sho 
and Mrs. Ramsey hud bad some trouble. 
Mr. Ramsey reported this to me. 1 don’t 
ren*ember whether the rojjorts he made coti 
cerning mistreatment of patients were before 
or after ho became an applicant for Dr. 
Irvin’* position. Dr. Gale told me Mrs. 
Ramsey's reports were uot reliable, and he 
would have to dispense wjth her services. 
All of this occurred in the post three or 
four weeks. 1 bad heard that l>r. Ramsey 
hnd been saying something about Dr. Riley, 
trying to undormine him, but nt a meeting 
subsequently Dr. Ramsey don led It. A re¬ 
port from Mrs. Ramsey to Dr. Gale, to the 
effect that Mi*s Wagoner ho*l mistreated a 
female patient by 

“striking her in the stomach, 
was investigated by him. he told me, and 
found to be untrue. It was an understood 
thing at the asylum that any attendant mis¬ 
treating a patient would be discharged. I 
know t,f several attendants being discharged 
for drinking. Dr. Gale would discharge an 
attendant for cruelty quicker than anything 
else. Tom Moore wu-. discharged for drunk- 
euiie**, and 1 got him back on th© promise 
that ho would drink no more. He afterward 
got drunk again, and was discharged, I 
never knew of but that one instance where a 
matt wa* iiot discharged ou the llr*t offense. 

1 bnve gone through Hie wards often with 
Dr. Gale, and the patieuts all wore glad to 
s>s* him. He talked to them und wp jovial 
and pleasant. It was the same way with the 
Commissioner*. Dr. Gale gave me a reason 
for bnviug lost confidence lu tho Ramseys, 
lie told me of some untmo statements of 
Ramsey about au attendant, McL'iannahau, 
and some other things. 

Some of the Commissioners were at the 
asylum often between the regular meetings. 

don’t remombor that Hugh Barclay ever 
spoko to me about wanting to get out. He 
gave me a letter once for Rev. Pr. Morton, 
in which n© abused that gentleman very 
much. His brother came to tako him homo 
once, but Hugh jjva* no violeut his brother 
hacked out and did not take him. I never 
know of any on© refusing to lot a patient go 
if his people were able to take care of him. 
Dr. Gale refused to let Helfleld go because 
he could not got any on# to stand for him or 
for his good beaavior, which is a requirement 
made by law. 

The* Commissioners have power to np- 
uoiut a Mat ron and one assistant physician. 
It 1 remember aright tUere was a patient 
killed by another dunn z Dr. Forbes’ admin¬ 
istration. I also board of some ducking then. 
When Dr. Gale came in ho gave strict orders 
to liave no ducking,unlos* ordered by a phys¬ 
ician. The number of patienU at the a»y lum 
now is about 570. It has been ns high a© 
040. Under Dr. Forbes tuo number was, of 
course, much smaller, ns tho institution was 
new. 1 was personally acquainted with Mr. 
McDonald. He sometimes coaipiaiued of 
things when there was n<» cans*-. He would 
nt times complain that bis brains were run¬ 
ning out.” 

ft ! bo committee at this point adjourned for 
dinner. After this the examination of Com¬ 
missioner Gait was resumed by Capt. Wal¬ 
ker. 

The salary of Hot ipy Hond*3rshot, super¬ 
visor of the kitchen, was increased from $’d0 
to $4U in the past fow weeks, llts increase 
was because he was a good and faithful man, 
and understood hi* business. Tbe*e increases 
are uot put ou the uiiuiU«a of th© board. Dr. 
Gale puts them on th© pay-roll. Dr. Gale 
makws the increase, but consult* tho Coni- 
missioner* about them. Dr. Ramsey’s salary 
wit" also increased $10 at the same time, be¬ 
cause ho was u very industrious, hard* work¬ 
ing man. After Dr. Clark© came in Dr. 
Ramsey’s duties w©re increased. This was 
in Jauuarv last. Mrs. Rnqieey’s pay was in¬ 
creased $'l at th© same time, to mako her a 
little superior to a common attendant. 1 don’t 
recollect any other increase* lately. No en¬ 
try Is made in our books when *ulano« are 
increased. It is put on the pay-roll only. 
The asylum receiver, David Stone, i think, 
also keeps an account of salaries. He keeps 
•n account oi ail roceipte and disbursements 
at the asylum.” 

Mr. Russell re-examined the Commissioner: 
“Th© oxpens© per capita some time ago was 
$200, now it is $105. When thv p©r capita' 
wa* larger, many improvements were made 
from what was saved. The diet of patients 
wa-; good. They have soup, moat and coffee, 
wbicu tablo is the same as served at th© of¬ 
ficials’ table. Th© beef is a* good a* you 
will find ou any hotel table. Dr. Galo is tho 
patent*.*© ol a coffee mncuine used at the asy¬ 
lum. 

“Dr. Riley’s salary was also increased 
from yiiOU to $1,1HX) last January. Mi's. 
Riioy’s has not be«*n increased for some time. 
It was at drat $500, then reduced to $401), 
and some time ago was placed back at tho 
first figure. ” 

The witut-f* wa* allowed to depart, no fur¬ 
ther question* being deemed necessary. l>r. 
Gal© mad© a few remarks, stating i hat public 
opinion was strongly against him, iuduced 
by th© statements of witnesses he could 
prove false, but he did not wish to wait so 
long for his chance. He asked that the com- 
nflttc© place one or two of his witnesses on 
the stand. 

Toe matter was taken under advisement 
by th© committee, ami in the meantime an 
adjournment was cm lied until 10 o’clock thi* 
morning._ 


sicnors of the a*ylum gotten their coal there, 
but that two of them, Mnj. F. f*. John*ton 
and Maj. B. G. Tiioujtn had obtained flour 
and provision*, so ho bud lievn told, on sev¬ 
eral occasion*. 

A copy of the law prescribing the duties of 
Commissioners of j*h a ylum was filed with 
tho committee. It is ordered that tbuv shall 
visit tho usylutn at least once u month for 
the purpose of iuvestigatiug it. and shall 
record their names m a book kept for that 
purpose, together with any remarks that they 
may have to make on the affairs of tho insti- 
tut ion, 1 ii rase they fail to do this their office 
shall be declared vacant and th© Pmddeut of 
the board suall notify the Governor, who 
shall appoint their successor. The book in 
which they are required to register their 
names was produced, and upou examination 
it wa* shown that each of the U ommissioners 
bad violated this law for more than three 
month*. 

Mr. J. R. Y!. Smith made the point that by 
virtue of this their oflica ohould hav© been 
declared vacant, but the Chairman of th© 
board had faded to report this neglect of 
duty to thu Governor. 

The examination was continued for some 
time, but no now facts of interest were 
brought out. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Chonault’s testi¬ 
mony, Mr. Peak, member of th© Investigat¬ 
ing Committee, nin.l© a stAtement in regard 
to the Utter he had written to Dr. Cbenuult, 
Asking him to retain Reardan. Tb© reason 
he had done so won becam-e Reardan hnd 
formerly lived in his county and wa* a friend 
of his* 'He did not think that this would in¬ 
terfere in the ahirbtefcl with his duties as a 
member of th© committee, and he wanted to 
do justice to every tody. 

Th© committee then adjourned nntil Thurs¬ 
day morning at i> o’clock. The members 
left for Frankfort this afternoon and will 
return to-morrow night.

THE COMMITTEE HAVING THE EASTERN ASY¬ 
LUM Ml DDLK IN HAND ©PEND ANOTHER 
DAY TAKING EVIDENCE. 

fSnecicrf to thr Courier*Journal.) 
Lexington, Kt., Fob. fifl.—Ths commit¬ 
tee to investigate the La*tern Lunatic Asy¬ 
lum resumed its work this morning. All tho 
Commissioners w*©re present to aid thour at¬ 
torney, Maj. Johnson, and seomed to take a 
lively interest in the proceedings. As yet 
nothing has been developed, except the 
difference* between the .Superintendent, and 
the officers of the institution, and from the 
outlook it appears that the whole matter 
will narrow down to the point as to who has 
the right to appoint tho miberdinate officer* 
of the iustitutlou. 

Dr. William L. Adkins, President 
of tho Board of Commissioners, wa* 
placed on tho ntaud again this morning 
uuil subjected to a severe cross-examination 
by Mr.J. Soule Smith, attorney for Dr. Che- 
i mu it. The tenor of his testimony was the 
manner in which Dr. Cheuault had failed to 
carry out the by-laws adopted by the Cotn- 
ruLsionrrs ill regard to tho different methods 
of treatment pursued by Dr. Bullock nud Dr. 
Cbeuaull. 

He stated that th© former bad never 
hud nuy experience previous to bis 
taking charge of the Asylum, her© about 
four years ago, while Dr. Chenault did have 
experience in the treatment of luna¬ 
tics. Ho however, regarded Dr. Cbe- 
nault’s method os being the inferior 
one. The manner as to how the Commis¬ 
sioners procured inelr coal w as thvn brought 
out, and be etoted that nearly all of them 
had purchased it with th© supply for the 
asvlum and then had it loaded into t,heir 
wagons by tho patients and hauled away. 
He did not suppose, however, that they hud 
paid for it out of the asylum fund. 

After some more ovidence on the subjects 
of this nature, by wnich the Committee 
were given :-oine valuable pointers a* to 
some witnesses for them to summon to »how 
bow some of tho supplies of the asylum have 
been u.-iftl, the facts m regard to the death 
of th© patient James West, who had been 
under restraints for nearly a month, wa* 
taken up, but no now fncte elicited. 

When Dr. Ad kin* hud fimshod his testi¬ 
mony, Dr. R. C. Chenault wa* placed on tho 
► rand. H© stated that tho secret of r.be ani- 
mo-ity of the old members of the Board of 
Commissioners to him was that tuey were in 
favor of Dr. Bullock and .did not want to 
have him removed. The Coinim*j»;onen> had 
tried to hamper him in every possi¬ 
ble way, so as to interfere mih 
hi* management of the A*iVhun, He hod re¬ 
moved Reardan. the Receiver, because he 
dul not think h© was a proper man for the 
place and could not be trusted. When he 
appointed John Marrs in bis place the Com¬ 
missioners refused to confirm him, ami be 
then appointed Mr. Leech, who was also ro- 
jected. They did not give him any reason 
for doing thii*. but told Reardan not Jto give 
up Die keys of tho store-room, and thoj* 
would recognize him and pay hi* Nalary. 
Hoordau has done no work for three months, 
yet he drew tho pay, aud Mr. Mnrrs, 
who acted as Receiver, wo* loft m th© 
lurch. The only man who had asked him 
to retain Reardan a* Receiver was Hon. W.

New York, F*b. ^6.—Tho Oregon Rail¬ 
way and Navigation recently gave notice 
to the Northern Pacific Company of a 
desire for a change in the tariff agreement, 
by which the Northern Pacific uses tho Ore¬ 
gon road from WalJula to Portland. By 
tbu present arraugeinent, which, according 
to th© terms of the agreement, is perpetual, 
the Northern Pacific Company is entitled to 
6G miles extra mileage ou the Oregon Com 
puny's road. The latter company not only 
wants this part of thu contract rescinded, 
but ask# for an extra mileage concession for 
iteelf on the ground that it is th© shorter 
line and b entitled to It. The matter i# in 
tho bands of a committee of the directors of 
each road. The Oregon Railway Company 
recently marie arrangement# with a syndi¬ 
cate to borrow $a,000 t 000 on a sort of de¬ 
benture bond in order to finish th© Baker 
City division. The money was to bo repaid 
when the Oregon statute, which prevent* 
the filing of railroad mortgages In two 
counties is repealed: it being understood that 
the company would then issue its proposed 
Consolidated mortgage loan for $14,OO0,UOU. 
A hitch has now arisen between t he company 
and the syndicate on account of the high rat© 
of interest—9 per cont. per annum—which 
tho syndicate demand. The officers of the 
company deeliu© to pay such an exorbitant 
rate, while money can be borrowed at from 
4 to 5 per cent, it is expected that a com¬ 
promise wifi bo effected.

A rumor of rate-cutting on pa&ssoger biuii- 
ne*s from this city to the South yesterday 
was run into its hole by a reporter and 
good bennatlou spoiled.

When this 
was discovered, a consultation was held, but 
it was decided that a reduction in truuk 
transportation could uot legitimately be eon 
sitlered a cut rate. So the sensation was 
spoiled and the Southern got the businoe*.

ROME STARTLING RUMORS CONCERNING THE

Th© route from Cincinnati would 
b« made over the “Big Four’’ to Lafavette, 
and thence by th© “Monon” to Chicago, 
which would be con*id*»rably shorter then 
the nresent route, 

There is no doubt but what the arrange 
ineut would be a good one for the Loimvillo 
line, as well as the other.

TEXT OF THE SENATE RILL REGULATING 
RAILROAD CHARGE* IN KENTUCKY. 

The following is the text of an act reported 
by Mr. Fogle, from tho Committee on Rail¬ 
roads which wa# ordered to be printed aud 
recommitted to ham© committee, “t-o pio- 
vido for th© regulation of railroad freight 
and passenger tariffs in this State, to prevent 
unjust discrimination and extortion in tbe 
rates obargod tor transportation of passeu- 
gers and freights, and to prohibit railroad 
compani©#, con ►orations and lessees In this 
Slat© from chargiug other than just and rea¬ 
sonable rates, and to punish tbe same, and 
prescribe a mode of procedure and rules of 


evidence in relation thereto, and to appoint 
commissioners, and to prescribe their powers 
and duties in relation to the same.” 

- Srcrtojc t. Be it enacted by the fjenrral A»- 
SemtAy of the Commonwentth of Kentucky, That, 
as soon after th*- passacr© of this uct as may ©e. 
there shall be three Commissioners appointed by 
th© Governor, with the advice ana consent of 
tli© Senate, to carry out the provisions of this 
act. After the expiration of th© terms of office 
of the Cotnmi**ion©rs first appointed, the term 
of office of th© succ<-4»»n> shall be six years; but 
ut the first appoln:rn -nt one Commissioner shall 
be appointed for two years, one for four years, 
mid one for six years. Any commissioner may 
!>e suspende i from offlcs by order of th© Gov¬ 
ernor, who shall report the fact of *uch wuspen- 
tdon and tho r ©annus there for to the next Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, and if a majority of each branch 
of the General Assembly derinre that sold Com 
mtssjoner shall be removed from office, his term 
smnl expire. Th- Governor shall have the same 
power to fill vaconrlt-* in th© office of Cominis- 
winner as to fill other voeancie* Maid Commis¬ 
sioners shall not. jointly or severally, or In any 
way. be holders or any railroad slock or bonds, 
or be agent or employ© of any railroad company. 

Sec. 2. Before entering upon the duties of his 
office, each of said C omml*«lonerH shall make 
and flic wjLh th© Secretary of Stele an outh in 
the following form: “I do solemnly swear that l 
will faithfully discharge the duties of Kaiirood 
C 'DimKitonir without fear, favor, or partiality, 
according to law."

Tlint nothing 
in this act stiall ue taken a* i^any manner 
abridging or controlling the roffis for freight 
charged by any railroad compaav in this Slat© 
for carrying freight which comon from, or go©& 
beyond the boundaries of tho State,

The f$t. Louis (Robe-Iff mot rat of tho 22d 
publishiai a long interview which tho Kov.

I To the Editor of the Courier-Journal A 

LOUISVILLE, Fob. 28.—Tho Produce Call 
Board, which will be inaugurated at tho 
Board of Trade at 10 o’clock ou Thursday 
morning, baa liocome a necessity through the 
expansion of the produce trade in this city. 
Our dealings with other important markets 
have become so great that Louisvillo Is com¬ 
pelled to establish the customary regulations 
that give as>urance of the standards required 
those markets. The purchaser in these 
other markets wants to know what be is 
buying, and he will not accept Louisville’* 
shipments unless they come with some offi¬ 
cial guarantee that they are what be sup¬ 
poses or what bo want*. The inspection*, 
for which the Produce Committee have pro¬ 
vided rules, will go far toward strengthening 
our dealings with other markets In butter, 
cheese, eggs, fruits aud vegetables. 

How difficult it is to keep the run nf prices 
of various articles in Louisville can be real¬ 
ized only by those whose duty it is to keep 
such a record. But every dealer in articles 
subject to sharp fluctuaiffiuft m price 
knows how hard it is to keep th* 
run of the market in companion to 
the inure regular system of trading 
elsewhere. Our grain dculers have already 
a coil board where prices are fixed every 
day, nnd where those interested moot aud 
confer in regard to the markets. But our 
produce dealers heretofore have hsd "to run 
from store* to store, or keep a man on the * 
pavement to tiud out how the Louisville 
mnrket was going under their very noses. 
For instance, take this month aud the article 
of eggs. The tuan who kept tbo run of the 
market had to keep a very"lively run of the 
pavement nnd what his competitors aud 
neighbors were doing. Ou tho 1st of the 
month eggs were lit cents, aud on the Bth 
Its cents, and from this point they tumbled 
U, 0 end B cents in a loss number of days, ; 
until they gradually slid down to Iff rent* on 
the 25th. Such, at least, are the quota¬ 
tions that tbo host eff rte of 
the Board of Trade reporters could 
catch up with, and U Is likely the denier* 
had to resort to a good deal of activity them¬ 
selves to keep up with the prices. A call 
board would have daily fixed these prices 
with a certainty that ha« uot prevailed, an 1 
with an ease in ascertaining them that would 
be a very pleasaut experience. 

Straugers who have vtsitod Ixmisvillt have 
been struck with the pmclica of certain 
classes of brokers who seem to spend rue 
w hole day rutiuing from one office or store 
to another loaded with tin pans of coffee or 
sugar or what not, trying to toll their wares 
by such samples, or fiViug along with flut¬ 
tering bonds in thoir nands and their pockets 
stuffed with juipers. And the rnqinry has 
often been made, wbv these energetic gen¬ 
tlemen who wear out so much pavement, 
patience and shoe leather do not occasionally 
come together, or meet their customers 
at some convenient point. The 
Hoard of Trade Attendance Committee 
is just now eugagod in solving thin 
problem, and the success of the Gram Call 
Board and this new arrangement with the 
produce men encourage tho committee in 
the effort to bring about a general system on 
’Change. 

Few persons in Louisville, even among 
dealers themselves, know how extensive the 
produce business has become. The absence 
of trausactiona on ’Change has impeded tbo 
effort to obtain and preserve the statistics of 
Louisville. From the general statistics, 
however, inferences may be drawn which are 
valuable aud interesting. For instance, let 
the reader examine the following figures of 
the general movement of eggs and potatoes 
at Louisville. The receipts of eggs in four 
years have increased from 27,0u0 to over 
47,000. and it will be noted that the great 
bulk of tuese came from the South, with a 
steady increase from other directions also. Un 
the *Aher hand the great bulk of shipments 
go North and East, with a steady increase, 
saving tho year 1882, in shipment from 
Louisville to the Eastern cities. It will be 
noticed,’too, thut it is the increase of ship¬ 
ments apparently lo i .imunnaA 
citi^nwTfirf eastern ’ 
res up to over 
four years ago. It is also noticeable that 
there was a marked increase in Southern 
shipments in 18HJL
